In Which Geo. Gay and Me Mill ion 

are Killed—A Wartime Ballad- 

'The intentTOi>-^f this article is 
to preserve a few lhqidenta that 
occurred in tbo year 18 ^ 4 , illus¬ 
trating how Union and Confeder¬ 
ate scouts would sometimes have 
|t cn ground where they may have 
gone to school or played in boy¬ 
hood. , / r 

In June, 1864, a company of 
Unionists, were reported to be in 
the Swago neighborhood. George 
Gay, a younger brothet of Cap¬ 
tain J. 0. Gay, being at home on 
furlough from the main array^ 
deemed hja duty to help bunt 
them up and capture or disperse 
thorn. With some other Confeder¬ 
ates, George Gay aimed to sur¬ 
prise some Unionists believed to 
be at the old Rodgers homestead. 
It appeals froip iqbsequent Infor¬ 
mation that Aaron «Ree, Wm, 
Kennison, (Orderly Sergeant), 
Lum Silva, Moffett Itodgors and 
John Armstrong were near the 
Joe Rodgers house. Two of this 
party, Silva and Rodgers, wished 
Mrs Fannie Rodgers. Silva’s 
mother, to have tbejr clptbes 
washed aud mended. While 
“Aunt Fannie” was .thus occupi¬ 
ed at the wash tub and witb 
smoothing irons, the visiting 
scouts retired to the woods near 
by, and, not dreaming of danger, 
were ofl| their gU*rJ. Becoming 
very drowsy, after detailing Mof¬ 
fett Rodgers to aot as picket, the 
party w©nt to sleep, and such was 
the posture of affairs when 
George Gay passed near with his 
attention fixed on the dwelling 
hjgh up the mountaju side. When 
the picket ch*llenged Gay to halt, 
Gay raised his gun while his com¬ 
rades dropped out of Bight. While 
these squads were thus confront, 
jng egch other, Armstrong waa 
heard to call foj ten men to flank 
the rjdgo, At this all the Con¬ 
federates, but Gay, went back to¬ 
wards the Joe Rodgers bouse at 
the foot of the ridge. Gay stop¬ 
ped |p the Open, Apod bla pistol 
and was in (he act of getting be¬ 
hind a tree where be eeyld use 
his .gun to a better advantage. At 
this moment three of the Union¬ 
ists flred at him ^nd he fell mor¬ 
tally wounded. 

The other Confederate! came 
to the Joo Rodgers house and no-' 
tified the rest of tbelr party, all 
under the command of £4eut. Ed¬ 
win L. Beard, and they hastily 
withdrew to the east ridge to avoid 
the make-believe flanking party 
John Armstrong had called for so 
loudly. 

Upon reaching their desired po¬ 
sition on the east ridge, the Con¬ 
federates opened fir© on the Ken¬ 
nison party, and there wm a brief 
dual. One of Beard’s men wm 
named MoMHHon, wbo wm ad¬ 
vised not to expoee himself, but 
contrary to this warning, ha un- 
covered himself* took Wlhereta 


aim, and while in the act of doing 
so, a puff of smoke Svaa seen on 
the opposite ridge, and McMillion 
fell mortally wounded. He was 
carried to the Auldridge home 
where he soon died. 

George Gay was carried to the 
Joe Rodgers house where he died. 
Rev. Joshua Buckley took charge 
of Ihe remains and had them bur¬ 
ied at the borne graveyard near 
where the much lamented young 
roldier had been born and reared, 
two miles above Mariinton. This 
(graveyard is not very far from the 
tpot where Baker was slain by an 
(Ldian in 1780, a day or so before 
the Bridger boys wero killed near 
the spot where McMillion breath¬ 
ed out bis recklessly brave life, 
that June day, 18114. 

In what I hare seen and heard 
of the incidents occnrring daring 
the War between the States, there 
is one-tiling I con rid or much fco 
the credit of our Pocahontas citi¬ 
zenship, gnd that it all apparent 
■bsence of a disposition to wreak 
revenge on the part of the present 
generation. So far there seems 
no feudist quarrels or aBimositlee 
‘racable to what may have occur¬ 
red in wartime incidents. The 
people generally seem to have the 
good ootmnoD sonao to realize 
(hat for the most part it was a case 
where bpth were right in a meas¬ 
ure and both were mistaken like¬ 
wise, and both equally #|npere ip 
(heir sense of fluty so far m ques¬ 
tions leading up to hostilities aie 
concerned 

It is my impreesion that there 
is no poople better prepwd than 
our people to be open to tee truth 
when presented for their mature 
aud thoughtful consideration. I 
hope there may be millions of 
people with mind a as open and 
ready for truth as our people, hut 
qoue more so have ever come my 
way, and 1 hope and pray that I 
may never have reason to think 
or believe anything else about 
them as a general characteristic. 

Believing that have this type 
of mind to deal with, I feci that I 
run no risk of incurring the dis¬ 
pleasure of anyone when 1 say 
that in my studies of history, lo¬ 
cal and general, there if nq social 
fact more marked ot one more 
momentous in Its consequences 
than (be essential inequality of 
all classes and conditions of men. 

Take the constituency of all 
the races existing on earth and 
how apparent the inequality in 
power, capacity and requirements 
and the more one thinks along 
this line the more marvelous do 
all the inequalities appear. Any 
social action, based npon the as¬ 
sumption of equality, has proven 
to be mischievous. 

If I am not grievously mistaken 
in wbpt I have seen and heard of 
the trend of thought among Poca¬ 
hontas people, they havo reached 
that point in mental and moral de¬ 
velopment as to realize that the 
18th century doctrine of essential 
equality may ho something per- 
aicious in ethical or moral and 
political thought The 18th cen¬ 
tury dootrine of essential equality 
has caused misfortune, misdirect¬ 
ed social effort, nourished false 
hopes, and has turned some influ¬ 
ential leaders in ethical and polit¬ 
ical thought from due considera¬ 
tion ot facta of thoutmoat impor¬ 
tance. - 

Bat this doctrine of essential 
oqoality, as embodied in the Dec¬ 
laration of independence, means 
that all men, whatever their grade 
of intelligence or the level of their 
social Standing, have essentially 
equal rights to ifa, liberty and 
(be jturauii qf Kappinem. Men 
of every race, olass and condition 
are unequal in power, capacity 
and requirements, but this aooord- 
ing to 80th century thought does 
not and should not pat them in 
varying attitude# before the laws 
of the land. It it my impression 
that among the first to open their 
minds to this idea of essentia] 
equality that the humblest indi¬ 
vidual man, no matter of what 
race or condition is as much en¬ 
titled to the protection of law in 
[hit person as the scientist, states¬ 
man or the bilioaaire, will ba Po- 
cahontM people. 

It is now several years ago teat 
Ian Incident fell und*r mg notice 


that stirred my feelings very deep 
ly and put me to reflecting. A 
miscellaneous crowd was discuss¬ 
ing politics on a street corner. A 
stentorian voice exclaimed: “Who 
ever shows up the longest hank 
of ter backer and the fullest bot¬ 
tle gets my vote, and don’t you 
forget it!” This sentiment was 
cheered to the echo, and o n e conld 
not help feeling what a pity that 
the friends of bnman liberty for 
three hundred years should con¬ 
test for the right of aufferago and 
atrew two continents'with uncoun¬ 
ted graves in gaining a privilege 
to be bartered away for such 0 
consideration. . 

The 80th century interpretation 
of the Independence declaration 
affords a gleam of hopo that the 
blind giant uiay be restrained bo 
fore he loans with unrestrained 
force against the pillars of om 
American Temple of Liberty. 

It looks as if a change may nol 
be so far removed when matters 
have already progressed so fai 
that the blue and the gray can 
toil side by side in our meadows 
and fields, meet iu public places 
aud as a jovial pastime recall the 
incidents of the war, 

A Confederate aud Federal 
•coot not so long since were at 
work putting up hay and while at 
rest in the shad? at noon had n 
merry ti w « of it i n telling each 
other of what -happened at FroBt 
in July, 1804, in a collision. 

One of thjyjarties had hischoek 
grazed by a pistol shot fired by 
the other. Thia one endeavored 
to retaliate hy aiming to return 
the shot, but his gun missed fire, 
not farther apart than two or 
three fence panels. Another 
Confederate at the Gum house 
close by shot at a Unionist near 
(he stable, and the Unionist in 
his attempt to siioot the Confed¬ 
erate just missed him, tne shot 
striking the floor frame. 

Iu the melee another Federal 
scout at tbo Mme stable was 
wounded, whereupon he rolled 
over in the woeds, exclaiming in 
agonizing tones “O, I’m killed! 
I’m killed 1” Hut when the trou¬ 
ble wag ovor and the Confederate 
qcouts had vanished, the wounded 
Unionist oarue to life again and 
got up from h{e bloody bed in the 
Spanish needles and burdocks, 
and foirad it was a slight wound at 
the point of one of hia shoulders. 

Upon leaving Frost the Union 
officer paid a citizen two dollars 
tp pilot his command by a nigh 
way to McCutcheon’s/ and when 


day began to break thence down 
Lnnrel Run to Clover Creek, and 
thence by the Big Knob to Gib¬ 
son’s, where the party halted a 
day and night. 

By some means or other the 
Union scouts came in possession 
of somo rhymes, composed by • 
Pocahontas Confederate of their 

acquaintance, and it was the 
source of much entertainment to 
them at safe times. There was 
no camp song that seemed to 
please the Unionist much better 
than this production of a Confed¬ 
erate patriot, though it be a mero 
fragment. It is to be hoped the 
writor may be living or some one 
may know where the entire ballad 
can be obtained: 

“Then wo loft Camp Marlin . v 
To go down to Bull Town, . 
For to whip to whip the Yankee* 
to give thorn all aronnd; 
Now what he undertakes to do 
he’s bound to carry thro’, 
For he i* under oath to whip the 
Yankee crew. 

Unrrafa, Hurrah for Jaokaon. 

“But when we got to Bull Town 
We had but littlo fuD, 

We fought a little while and
